tops of the two outmalt Teeth of each 
. fide the neather Chap before, next the 
Tuſhes, and then with an Awl-biade 
- Þracks it, making the ſhell fine and thin , 
then with a ſharp ſcraping Iron makes al! 
his tceth white and clean ; 'to perfe his 
work, he takes a fine Lancet, and about 
the hollow of the horles eyes, which are 
ſkrunk down; he makes a little hole, only 
throughthe skin; and raiſing it up, - puts 
in a Quill that is. vety {inall {either Duck 
of Ravens) and then blows the skin full 
of wind, £l. all the hollowneſs be filled 
Up3 having taken out the quill, he lays 
his finger on the ſmall orifice a little

Let the Hair of an Horſe ſtare ever ſo 
much, he knows ſpeedily how'to make - 
his Coat ſmooth, flick, ſoft, and ſhining, 
it is bur preſerving fome' of his horſes 
blood, after he has had an occaſion to o- 
pena vein, and therewith anoint him all 
over, Jetting\the blood 1lye on his-eoat 
eight and forty hours, then curry's, and 
dreſſes him well, agd this makes the hait 
lye even, and ſſinelike Jett. . ws

from any-part ofan-harſes body:-: as with 
unſh}ae lime bojid co afourtix part, andan

 Ifat anytime he perceive his Beaſb 
to grow reſtiff rhtough a naughty na- 
exre-or fullenneſs, ro cure him ofthis ill 
quality, which proves ſo detrimental to 
his profit,he makes artinning Smickle of 
a {mall cord, hd puts it about hiscods 
and Rones fo that it may norflip, then

Hehath ſeveral ways to make an Horſe 
exceeding nimble at the Spur, that is of | 
a dull ſlothfull nature ; Ifhall inſtance 
this one among a great many ; he fitlt 
ſhaves him on fides the breadthof 
the Palm of a mans hand juſt upon the 
ſpurring plates, then with. a lancet he 
makes half a dozen ſmall orifices on 
borh fides,there raifing the skinfromthe 
fleſh purs into each hole fome burnt ſake 
ehis rankles che ſore, whichhe lersbeſo 
three or four days, afrer chis he mounts 
him #nd ſpurs him ſeverely inthe fore 
places, having ſo done, he waſheth the 
fore with ſtale, Urine, Salt, and Nemules - 
boiled together , this will cauſe whe 
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ſpurring places ro ſmart ſo infafferably 
that he well neverindnre che Spur aſter- 
wards z now to cure this ſore he. only 
eno1nts it either. with Honey or rubs 1t 
with.the powder of Glaſs. | 
He hath an Art of quick fatning poor 
hunger ſtarv'd;{ickly.and diſeaſed horl- 
es, by which means he hath-pur ſeveral 
. cheats ppon the Bnyer,purchaſing horſl- 
es fairto the eye, which.n a very little 
time after have diſcovered themſelves 
what they aren form,and boulſterd up 
only by Art and not worth the riding. 
Now thongh Jockey:and Hotſcourlers 
make uſe hereof to cheat and abuſe peo- 
ple,yet itis amoſt ſovereign Medicine 
not only to fatren any Horſe,but is allo 
a moſt admirable ſcourer,not only feeds 
ing but cleanſing the body from all pec- 
cantand malignzne humours whatever;
